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OUR NEW BUILDING. 

It has been said that out of loss profit may come. This is truly the case 
with the loss sustained by our school. When the fire destroyed our build- 
ing many felt that it was time to mourn. But the Board of Regents changed 
the mourning into joy. 

At the time of their meeting the Board of Regents were given ten designs 
by as many architects from which to select a plan for our new school build- 
ing. These designs were good, and it was not an easy task to make a se- 
lection. It was decided to accept the plans of Mr. Harrison Albright, of 
Charleston. As will be seen from the cut shown ou first page, the building 
will be of Corinthian style of architecture. This is in harmony with the de- 
sign of the present building. 

The new structure will be one hundred and fifty-seven feet in length aud 
one hundred feet in depth. The portico will be fifty-seven feet long, the 
roof of which will be supported on stone columns twenty-eight feet high 
The whole will be built of buff brick aud Cleveland sand stone. It will be 
very conveniently arranged on the inside. The lower floor will have a 
large gymnasium, closets, lavatories, aud janitor’s room. The ways lead, 
ingto the lower floor are well arranged aud are situated in different parts 
of the building. 

The next floor will contain a study hall large enough to seat two hundred 
and fifty students and will be arranged so that it can be used as a chapel. 
This room is well lighted and ventilated. Adjoining the study hall is a 
large reading room, connected with it by an arched way. There are also 
six large, well-lighted recitation rooms on this floor. This will avoid the 
going up and down stairs to a great extent, as most of the classes will re- 
cite on this floor. On this same floor is a reception room, and the general 
aud private offices of the Principal. In the Principal’s office will be built 
a safe for the protectiou of the records of the school. 

The next floor will reached by broad aud easy stairs. It will have a 
large auditorium capable of seatiug more than six hundred people. The 
s tage will be built according to the modern ideas of the school stage. 
There will be three class rooms on this floor and two society halls. The 
halls will be provided with ante-rooms, which will serve a good purpose. 

The cloak rooms in the whole building will be of a new pattern, are well 
ventilated, and will have the advantage of giviug each student a separate 
compartment. 

The roof will be of red tile. 

The building will present a classical appearance and will be one of 
beauty as well as of comfort and convenience. The people of the town 
cau feel that the structure will add to the attractions of the town. It re- 
flects great credit upon the judgment and taste of the regents. 

The building will be heated by steam. There will be erected a house 
behind the main building which will contain the boilers, pump and the 
coal. This will make the property safe from fire aud will remove the 
dust of that department from the house. The power house will be de- 
signed so that it will add to the general effect. 

When the buildings are completed aud the ground is ornamented with 
flowers aud shrubbery aud trees it will be the attraction of the town.

Colkge News. 

Superintendent James M. Green- 
wood, of Kansas City, Mo., will give 
a series of lectures at the Martha’s 
Vineyard Summer Institute this 
year. He has chosen “Common 
Sense in Education” as his topic. 

President Harper, of Chicago, 
chairman of the committee of fifteen, 
which was appointed in 1898 to con- 
sider the question of a national uni- 
versity at Washington, has called a 
meeting of the full committee to as- 
semble at Washington on may 2S. 

Prof. C. Finley Johnson, secretary 
of the law department of the Uni- 


versity of Michigan, has accepted 
the appointment tendered him by 
Pres. McKinley to a supreme judge- 
ship in the Philippines. -School Jour- 
nal. 

Dr. Thomas Duffield, senior mem- 
ber of the faculty of Princeton Uni- 
versity and professor emeritus of 
mathematics, died from heart fail- 
ure, April 11. Dr. Duffield gradua- 
ted from the College of New Jersey, 
now Princeton University, in 1841. 

Prof. John R. S. Sterrett, head of 
the Greek department in Amherst 
College, who has been on the faculty 
since 1892, has been elected profess- 
or of Greek at Cornell University. 
Prof. Sterrett is the author of several 
books, and is one of the best Greek 
scholars in the country. 

Prof. W. W. Goodwin, head of 
the Harvard University, has ten- 
dered his resignation, to take effect 
at the end of the current year, be- 
cause of old age and the arduous du- 
ties of his position. 

Prof. Henry Augustine Rowland, 
of Johns Hopkins University, died 
April 17. In 1S76 he took the chair 
of physics at Johns Hopkins, where 
he has since remained. His dis- 
coveries in photography made 
him famous. 

There is a new college soon to be 
erected in Chicago. It is to replace 
Mrs. Emmons Blaine’s School, known 
as the Chicago Institute, of which 
Col. F. W. Parker is president. The 
Chicago Institute will be merged in 
the University of Chicago, and will 
embrace departments in the science 
and art of education, nature study, 
mathematics, home economics, 
manual and physical training, and 
the usual rudimentary instruction.

In the third aud fourth the 
languages, ancient aud modern, are 
given in the Academic course. 

The ^courses will require thorough 
preparation aud close application 
to study on the part of the student 
if he wishes to complete them in the 
time prescribed.
